Sadiq reaffirms his commitment to latest stage of rail project

Mayor of London Sadiq Khan has 
reaffirmed his commitment to Cross¬ 
rail 2 as he set out his strategy for the 
future of transport in the capital. 

Early plans for the line, drawn 
up in 2015, include stations extend¬ 
ing as far as Chessington South, Ep¬ 
som, Hampton Court and Shepper- 
ton, connecting the area to central 
London. 

The project would involve connect¬ 
ing the existing rail lines with new 
tunnels from Wimbledon to Totten¬ 
ham Hale and New Southgate. 

It is expected there would be up to 
30 trains an hour. 

Mr Khan said: “I’ve been clear that 
we need to be bold in how our city op¬ 
erates as London’s population grows, 


and this means not only investing re¬ 
cord amounts in new infrastructure 
like extensions to the Tube, rail and 
Crossrail 2, but working with bor¬ 
oughs and local communities to re¬ 
duce our reliance on car use across 
London.” 

He made the commitment while 
presenting his transport strategy to 
the London Assembly, ahead of its fi¬ 
nal publication in the coming weeks. 
His target is for 80 per cent of trips in 
London to be made on foot, by cycle 
or using public transport by 2041. 

He said: “With our unprecedented 
focus on walking, cycling and clean 
public transport, our ambitious 
transport strategy can act as a cru¬ 
cial driver for new homes and jobs, 
but also improve quality of life for 
everyone living in London.” 

Crossrail 2 alone is expected to 
support 200,000 new jobs, and “un¬ 
lock” 200,000 new homes - more than 
30 per cent of them outside London.

It’s 
all about reminding people 
in the borough that we are 
here.” 

The club is currently based 
in High Road, Chipstead, fol¬ 
lowing the sale of the Epsom 
ground in West Street in 1993.

Mr Lambert said: “Clearly 
finance was an issue, it was 
impossible to remain at that 
level. 

“We had a couple of relega¬ 
tions, and then we sold. We 
have survived off that money 
since then. 

“The time and money is 
running out for us, we’ve just 
put a presentation to some 
councillors which seemed to 
be well received. 

“We need a new ground in 
the next two years at the lat¬ 
est. 

“We are rock-bottom right 


now, but we have been one 
of the stronger teams in the 
league over the last 10 years 
- it’s been a bit of a shock 
for us.” 

The club is currently 
bottom of the Premier Divi¬ 
sion of the Combined Coun¬ 
ties League. 

In the 2013/14 season the 
Salts led the league with 
eight straight wins and got 
third place in the Combined 
Counties league cup. 

It’s hoped that new man¬ 
ager Neil Grant, who was for¬ 
merly coach, and an influx 
of new players will turn the 
club’s fortunes around again, 
and they will be set for a 
second centenary of success. 

Mr Lambert added: “We 
are still fighting to get back 
to the top. 

“Our manager brought 
quite a few new players he 
coached at Leatherhead 
Academy. It’s their first time 
of playing in the premier 
division, most of them have 
come out of the under 21s.” 

Epsom and Ewell FC will 
be testing its new blood at 
home against Camberley 
Town, currently fifth in 
the league, this Saturday, 
March 10 at 3pm.

The day three people were caught short in the street 


This week, not for the first time, 

I witnessed a group of people 
urinating in the street. 

Sadly, seeing men do this is a 
fairly regular occurrence these 
days, but it’s much rarer to see 
women weeing in public. 

Having folk urinate in front of 
you is never a pleasant experi¬ 
ence, but when I entered my office 
car park I found myself actually 
walking through a small flow of 
liquid as it trickled down the ramp. 
It was only after I stepped through 
the gate I realised it was coming 
from a woman crouched down 
round the corner. 

Two other men were stood 
against the wall peeing behind her. 
The combined flow from the three 
of them created quite a cascade 
of urine.

But, revolting as it might be, I 
do have a level of sympathy with 
the individuals producing these 
warm streams as a complete lack 
of public conveniences in the area 
mean they have little choice. 

I’ve reported upon the growing 
number of people relieving them¬ 
selves in public previously and the 
situation is only getting worse as 
more and more public loos close. 

The usual excuse for clos¬ 
ing public toilets is the cost, but 
increasingly councils and other 
organisations are blaming the ris¬ 
ing level of drug taking, which they 
say public toilets encourage. 


I spoke to the offenders and 
whilst they had been drinking they 
certainly didn’t appear to be drunk 
and were perfectly lucid - they 
definitely weren’t the lairy type of 
individuals you usually encounter 
in such circumstances. 

Apart from the lack of conveni¬ 
ences, it also highlights the issue 
of outdoor drinking. 

Whether it’s the price of alcohol, 
smoking bans or the fact an in¬ 
creasing number of people want to 
take drugs as well as drink, more 
people are avoiding pubs and 
drinking outside in groups. 

Some of these groups may be 
homeless, but by no means all of 
them. 

Of course such groups don’t 
have the convenience of a pub toi¬ 
let to call upon and therefore end 


up going wherever they can. 

It was only later as I was driving 
home I thought about what I’d seen 
and wondered whether it was my 
public duty to report these people 
to the police. 

What sort of response would I 
have received? 

Is it illegal to urinate in public 
and even if they are breaking the 
law, is it really an important enough 
crime for hard-pressed police offic¬ 
ers to spend their time on?

little wonder that John Inverdale sounded 
relaxed when he answered my call. He was 
out enjoying a morning walk in Richmond Park 
after the Beast from the East had transformed 
it into a winter wonderland. 

The accompanying background noise of 
crunching snow and barking dogs was in stark 
contrast to that of bruising tackles and roaring 
crowds at the previous weekend’s Six Nations 
matches where he presented BBC One’s coverage 
of the Scotland versus England Calcutta Cup clash 
from Murrayfield. 

The Scots upset the form book to claim 
the silverware for the first time in 10 years 
with a stunning 25-13 victory over an 
England team which had lost just once 
in its previous 26 matches under shrewd 
coach Eddie Jones, and it was a result that 
the 60-year-old broadcaster welcomed. 

“It’s important no one team dominates 
the tournament,” he said. “I am very 
much a rugby socialist and would love 
to see Italy win the Six Nations. 

“Scotland’s victory was a great result 
for the sport. Gregor Townsend is a 
great coach and his side deserved it. 
“The result was reminiscent of the 
Wales win over England 
at Wembley back in 1999. 
England really were 
lacking on this occasion.” 

Inverdale will be on 
familiar —and hopefully 
less snowy-ground 
when he hosts his Rugby 
Re:Union with four special 
guests at Richmond Theatre 
on Sunday, March 18, the 
day after the climax 
to this year’s Six Nations. 

The show promises to be

“The temptation is to hold back your views a bit for 
television or radio,” said Inverdale. 

“In this show we have four very interesting and opinionated 
guests who will be only too willing to give their impressions on 
the Six Nations and the game as a whole. 

“Brian is an interesting character. He is qualified solicitor 
among many other things and would be worth having a show 
of his own. He is droll and forthright. You can take the man 
out of Yorkshire, but you can’t take Yorkshire out of the man. 

“Andy Nicol has some great stories and will happily talk 
about the ‘small’ part he played in the history of British and 
Irish Lions. Rob Henderson in a fine raconteur and Jamie 
Roberts is still very much involved, of course. He can give a 
great insight into those he’s playing with and against. It’s 
going to be a fun evening.” 

There’s no doubting that south-west London and Surrey is 
a rugby union hotbed with Aviva Premiership side Harlequins 
underpinned by a raft of other clubs such as Richmond, 
London Scottish, Wimbledon, Rosslyn Park and Sutton and 
Epsom, as well as John’s beloved Esher. 

“I have been associated with them for 32 years now, 19 as 
a player,” he proudly tells me.

“We recently lost at Blackheath in the last seconds. They 
grabbed a try in added time then scored the gamewvinning 
conversion with the last kick of the game. 

“But we’ve got a huge match coming up at Fylde on the 
Lancashire coast. We’ve got to win that.” 

Inverdale has been a broadcaster for many years and is 
now as familiar a face on our television screens as he was a 
voice on Radio 2 where he first made his name. 

He has presented coverage of many great events such 
as tennis at Wimbledon, football and rugby World Cups, 
Commonwealth and Olympic Games, all providing him with 
an impressive arsenal of sporting memories. 

When I asked him for his personal highlights, he didn’t 
hesitate with his answer. 

“Super Saturday at the 2012 London Olympics was hard 
to beat,” he enthused. “To have seen Team GB win two gold 
medals in the rowing and then been at the stadium to witness 
them winning three more - five golds in one day — incredible. 

“The Nelson Mandela/Francois Pienaar moment at the 
1995 Rugby World Cup Final at Ellis Park in Johannesburg 
was special too. To be honest, any tournament where the 
home team wins is special. It’s where the place comes alive. 

“In 1998, when France beat Brazil to win the football World 
Cup, we went into a bar in Paris where they were offering free 
food and drink all night. Needless to say, it was a long night 
which merged into day.”

1 medium butternut squash - 
approx. 1.25kg 
8 large cooking chorizo 
sausages 

200g button mushrooms 
1 red pepper 

1 yellow pepper 

2 large cloves of garlic, sliced 
2 bay leaves 

300ml chicken stock 
1 tsp tomato paste 
1 tsp dried oregano 
1 tsp paprika (preferably Spanish 
piementon) 

About 24 black olives 
4 sprigs of rosemary 
HOW DAD COOKED IT: 

I find butternut squash extraor¬ 
dinarily difficult to cut and peel 
when raw. So I’ve come up with a 
workaround: I put the squash in 
the oven, lock, stock and barrel. 
After an hour it’s cooked into 


soft submission. 

It works a treat - the flesh is 
easily scooped from the skin, 
and the roasting intensifies the 
flavour. While the squash is 
cooking the rest of the dish 
can be prepared. 

Preheat the oven. 180C, 

Gas 4. 

Cook the squash. Wash the 
squash, place on a tray and put 
in the oven. A medium-sized 
squash will take about an hour 
- turn it over half way through 
cooking. 

Let it cool and then cut in half 
and scoop out the seeds and 
discard. 

Scoop the flesh from the skin 
and put into a pan with a knob of 
butter. Re-heat the squash gently 
and beat with a potato masher. 
Season. 

Cook the chorizo. Fry the 
chorizo in a little oil on a medium 
heat, until browned. This will take 


about 20 minutes. 

Make the sauce. Slice the 
peppers and gently fry with a 
couple tablespoons of oil. 

These need to cook slowly, 
about 20 minutes. 

When they start to go brown, 
add the garlic and the bay leaves 
and cook for a further 8 minutes 
(don’t let the garlic burn). 

Then add the stock, tomato 
paste, oregano, olives and pa¬ 
prika and cook for 5 minutes. 
Taste for seasoning. 

Meanwhile, fry the mushrooms 
in a little butter and oil until 
browned. 

Serve. Fry the rosemary sprigs 
in hot oil and drain on a kitchen 
towel. Place two sausages on a 
pile of squash, add the sauce 
and garnish with the mushrooms 
and rosemary.

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YOU WERE NEVER REALLY HERE (15): Based on 
Jonathan Ames’ novella of the same title, You Were 
Never Really Here is a brutal and unflinching revenge 
thriller, which allows writer-director Lynne Ramsay 
to plumb the murky depths of the human condition 
on the mean streets of modern-day New York. She 
conjures a nightmarish vision of exploitation and 
degradation behind closed doors that has us bit¬ 
ing our nails down to the cuticles, seen through the 
eyes of a traumatised war veteran (Joaquin Phoe¬ 
nix), who is hired to rescue a teenage girl (Ekaterina 
Samsonov) from sex slavery. It is a masterclass in 
tightly coiled suspense. Phoenix delivers a fearless 
and, at times, heartbreaking performance as a bro¬ 
ken man, whose quest for redemption seems to be 
leading him down the road to hell. Ramsay captures 
her protagonist’s nightmarish and woozy odyssey in 
a clinical, unfussy manner that sends trickles of cold 
sweat down the spine. 

MOM AND DAD (15): Nuclear families go into melt¬ 
down in writer-director Brian Taylor’s deranged 
horror comedy, which conceives a sick and twisted 
battle of wits between two children (Anne Winters, 
Zackary Arthur) and their blood-crazed parents 
(Nicolas Cage, Selma Blair). Retro opening titles 
accompanied by Dusty Springfield’s rendition of 
Yesterday When I Was Young perfectly set the 
scene for wanton carnage in leafy suburbia. Mom 
And Dad is an entertaining and loopy satire on 
modern family values, which allows Cage to play 
unhinged at maximum volume. Horror fans will de¬ 
light at generous splashes of gore including one 
icky scene with a coat hanger. Writer-director Tay¬ 
lor’s penchant for flashbacks dissipates dramatic 
tension at critical moments but at 86 minutes, his 
film doesn’t outstay its welcome. 

RED SPARROW (15): Jennifer Lawrence gives all 
of herself - physically and emotionally - to the de¬ 
manding title role of this white-knuckle espionage 
thriller torn from the pages of Jason Matthews’ 
award-winning novel, about an injured prima 
ballerina, who is conscripted into an elite Russian 


spy programme under the auspices of patriotism. 
The Oscar winner exposes every inch of her body 
in scenes of masterful seduction and sickening 
subjugation, including multiple sexual assaults and 
stomach-churning bouts of torture. It’s certainly 
not a film for the squeamish - the camera lingers 
on the aftermath of snapped bones and one sa¬ 
distic sequence involving a skin grafting device is 
the stuff of nightmares. Lawrence weathers these 
bone-crunching blows, then shatters her charac¬ 
ter’s soul to smithereens when she thinks no-one is 
looking, in the service of a tightly woven narrative, 
threaded with betrayal and daring double-crosses. 
Unravelling the mysteries of director Francis Law¬ 
rence’s puzzle picture is a nail-biting treat. 

GAME NIGHT (15): Trivial pursuits escalate into 
life-or-death gambles in a rollicking comedy thrill¬ 
er co-directed by Jonathan Goldstein and John 
Francis Daley, which is funnier and smarter than 
it initially lets on. Game Night deals us a winning 
handful of likeable characters, uproarious set- 
pieces and snappy dialogue laden with pop culture 
references. Screenwriter Mark Perez orchestrates 
a madcap murder mystery in sleepy American 
suburbia, where middle-class couples congregate 
to play competitive charades and Scrabble while 
swigging glasses of chardonnay and tucking into 
a cheese board. Max (Jason Bateman) and his 
wife Annie (Rachel McAdams) organise one such 
gathering and are horrified when Max’s flashy, 
older brother Brooks (Kyle Chandler) is kidnapped 
for real during the soiree. The subsequent race 
against time whirls violently from slapstick to turbo¬ 
charged action via heartfelt confessional. 
MONSTER FAMILY (PG): Adapted from a best¬ 
selling novel by David Safier, Monster Family is 
a joyless computer-animated caper, exhumed 
from the same ghoulish ground as Hotel Transyl¬ 
vania. Fantastical creatures of the dark including 
Dracula, his henchman Renfield and a psychotic 
pharaoh with the ability to transform into a giant 
scarab beetle scuttle through the faltering frames

of director Holger Tappe’s Anglo-German pudding, 
which is drizzled with generous amounts of sac¬ 
charine sentiment. A ham-fisted script, co-written 
by Safier and Catharina Junk, remains faithful to 
the source material but also introduces a trio of 
squeaking bats for cutesy, comic effect and to ac¬ 
company the Prince of Darkness in his occasional 
musical outbursts. A brief chorus of the infectious 
Pharrell Williams’ track Happy towards the end of 
the film is the height of soundtrack irony. The cen¬ 
tral message about families having more fun when 
they participate in activities together is hammered 
home without any attempts at subtlety. Fittingly, 
Tappe’s picture will send audiences of all ages to 
sleep. 

LADY BIRD (15): Indie actress Greta Gerwig’s 
magnificent directorial debut is a sublime com- 
ing-of-age comedy drama set at the turn of 21st 


century Sacramento. Although Lady Bird is not 
strictly autobiographical, Gerwig draws on fond 
memories of her Californian hometown for a beau¬ 
tifully observed valentine to mother-daughter re¬ 
lationships and youthful exuberance, infused with 
unabashed warmth for her well-drawn characters. 
The writer-director has a sharp ear for the ebb and 
flow of pithy conversations and she has attracted a 
stellar cast led by Oscar nominees Saoirse Ronan 
and Laurie Metcalf as the spunky title character 
and her hard-working mother, who generate friction 
every time they are in close proximity. Lady Bird 
is a near-perfect confluence of direction, writing 
and performance. Being incredibly picky, there are 
several instances when Ronan’s accent falters and 
her melodic Irish lilt comes through loud and clear, 
which momentarily breaks the gently intoxicating 
spell cast by Gerwig’s film.

HnfEaMs to be a millionaireP 



There are now 768,553 property 
millionaires in Britain, accounting for 2.7 
per cent of the nation’s housing stock, 
according to new data from Zoopla. This 
is a rise of 143,476 (22.95 per cent) 
property millionaires since August 2016 
when the data was last analysed. 

The latest figures are released 
alongside the launch of a new tool from 
Zoopla, which allows users to see when 
their own home may reach the magic 
£ 1 m mark. The £ 1 m property calculator 
uses 20 years’ worth of Zoopla property 
price data to estimate when homes 
across Britain might be worth £1 m. 

Zoopla’s latest analysis revealed that 
there is still a clear north-south divide 
when it comes to property millionaires. 
Unsurprisingly, London reigns supreme 
in the bucks and mortar stakes with the 
most property millionaires (430,720), 
which equates to 12.8 per cent of the 
capital’s total housing. The affluent 
South East follows in second place with 


180,397 homes worth £1 million or 
more and the East of England in third 
(69,840). However, heading across 
Britain, Wales has the fewest property 
millionaires with just 2,223 homes worth 
£1 million or more, followed by Yorkshire 
and the Humber and North East 
England with 4,103 and 4,835 property 
millionaires respectively. 

At a more local level, the research also 
reveals the 50 British towns which are 
home to the highest number of property 
millionaires. Top of the list, it would seem 
that Guildford’s streets are paved with 
gold with 5,889 £ 1 m+ homes in the 
Surrey town- accounting for 13 per 
cent of all properties in the area. The 
university hubs of Cambridge (5,530) 
and Reading (5,421), are second and 
third respectively. 

At the other end of the list, bringing 
up the rear is leafy Walton-On-Thames 
with just 1,999 properties meeting 
the golden price tag. Cheltenham and 


Dorking are second and third from 
bottom respectively, with 2,015, and 
2,046 property millionaires. Although 
Beaconsfield (Buckinghamshire) is 
midway down the rankings for quantity 
of property millionaires, proportionally 
nearly half (49 per cent) of homes in the 
area fall into the millionaire price bracket. 

Within the capital, the borough 
of Westminster cashes in with the 
highest number of property millionaires 
(54,231), which make up 49 per cent of 
the area’s properties. Regal Kensington 
and Chelsea follows in second place 
(45,366) and Camden in third (37,908). 

Lawrence Hall, spokesperson for 
Zoopla comments: “Whilstthere might 
be a greater number of £ 1 m+ properties 
than ever before, the data shows that they 
still only represent a small fraction of all 
UK housing stock. Our latest tool allows 
curious homeowners to dream a little and 
see when their home might hit the million- 
pound mark.”

A goal in each half from Byron 
Harrison and Tom Bolarinwa earned 
Sutton United a comfortable 2-0 win 
over Woking on Tuesday night. 

In a match of few opportunities, 
Harrison scored for the third game 
running when he reacted quickest to 
a loose ball to poke home from close 
range in the 34th minute. 

Bolarinwa added the second on 54 
minutes, converting a fine cross from 
Harry Beautyman to put daylight 
between the two sides. 

The Cards rarely threatened the 
U’s, with goalkeeper Jamie Butler 
and his defence holding firm to claim 
a second consecutive clean sheet. 


The win extends Sutton’s unbeat¬ 
en league run to nine games and, 
with just 10 fixtures remaining, they 
sit two points behind Vanarama 
National League leaders Macclesfield 
Town. 

United boss Paul Doswell was 
pleased with the routine victory, 
despite some of his players looking 
fatigued. 

“We always say that goals change 
games. So to get one when we did was 
important and to get another just 
after half-time,” he told SUFCtv. 

“At 2-0 we were relatively comfort¬ 
able. I thought Woking passed the 
ball around nicely in the second half 
without really hurting us. 

“Byron is a six-yard box [striker]. 
He’s an absolute machine. He’s lethal 
in that area and that’s why we’ve 


got him. 

“We had to conserve a bit of 
energy as we haven’t been able to 
train properly for the past week to 10 
days because of the weather. 

“You could see a few of our players 
were running on empty after 60 or 70 
minutes, which is unusual for us. 

“We let Woking have the ball for 
the last 15 or 20 minutes and saw out 
what was a professional win.”

Rovers took the lead on 16 minutes when 
Cooper-Smith picked up the ball ten yards 
outside the Hayes area, drove forward and 
drilled a low shot beyond Samuel Szymc- 
zyk’s left hand for 1 -0.
